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Arrears 


The Rate Coliector made the 
following report to Council last 
week regarding arrears of rates. 

Further to a report submitted 
to the last Council meeting, the 
matter of garnishee action for 
arrears of rates and street 
charges has again been discussed 
with the Council’s solicitors and 
certain details have seen clari. 
fied. 


1, Action can only be taken for 
amounts which the Court had 
given judgment in 1960. Of the 
11 defaulters listed, 9 have also 
incurred arrears of street charges 
and ten have incurred futher 
arrears of rates since 1960. This 
means that further summonses 
will have to be issued for the 
additional arrears. 

2. Defaulters’ place of empioy. 
ment and pay day would have to 
be ascertained and an order serv. 
ed on that day. 

In view of the large amount 
of legal work and costs involved 
in these cases, and as each street 
defaulters ate increasing. A 
check of street accounts shows 
that 125 accounts are in arrears 
to the extent of more than two 
quarterly instalments. 

Accounts afe rendered quar- 
terly and follow-up letters are 
sent regularly, but the number 
of bad cases varies little from 
one quarter to another. 


ed this year due mainly to the 
occupancy of new dwellings. 

The Shire Secretary made the 
following recommendations to 
the Council. 


In view of the complex proce- 
dure to be followed and the need 
for constant calling upon defaul. 
ters for collections (as letters 
and summonss are appavently 
disregarded) it is recommended 
that a reliable debt collecting 
agency be appointed for the pur- 
pose. Costs of collection would 
be in the vicinity of 10 per cent 
of collections which would be 
cheaper than legal procedure and 
extra time entailed by the rates 


office to pursue collections. 


Cr. MeIntosh -said it was a 
very touchy subject but some- 
thing had to be done to make 
people pay their rates and street 
charges. A lot of people did not 
seem to realise that if rates were 
not paid, streets etc. could not 
be made. Many of the defauliers 
were among those who complain. 
ed most about the unmade roads 
and lack of other facilities. He 
moved that the Secretasy’s re- 
commendations be adopted and 
the matter placed in the hands 
of a debt collecting agency.
